DOVLESTOWN. 


Republican politicians at the county 


seat are looking away ahead of curroi t 
events and are now.discussing candidates 
for State Senator, notwithstanding the 
fact that a year and more must elapse be- 
fore Senator Bice's successor can be nom- 
inated. Ex-Shetift frvin Aaron, of Yardley, 
was in town the other day and announced 
that he woula be a caniddate. 
It is un- 


derstood that his candidacy will receive 
the endorsement of a number of promi- 
nent party leaders. Nothing has been said 
lately concerning another term for Senator 
Rice, but in spite of the fact tht the nom- 
ination belongs in the lower end some of 
his friends may urge that he enter the 
race. The candidacy of Sheriff Aaron, 
however, has been sufficient to rouse pub- 
lic interest, especially in view of the fact 
that Assemblyman Edwards was regarded 
for a time as tbe likely man. There is no 
doubt but that the contest will be an ex- 
tremely interesting one in case both re- 
main in the field. 


There were locked up in the county jail 


on Thursday last seven tramps charged 
with illegal car riding and 
trespass. 


Three of the men were discharged, one 
upon payment of a fine of $5 and costs, 
another through the benevolence of a 
friend who paid the fine and costs, and the 
third because he held n pass on the road. 
It is not guessing to say the pass will be 
revoked. The tramps have become troub- 
lesome of late and in this instance were 
arrested at Lansdale by Reading officers. 
They do not like tho Doylestown jail, how- 
ever, where a huge stone pile usually awaits 
them. Upon conviction for vagrancy they 
are sentenced to break stone which Jailer 
Michpner enforces to the letter of the law. 
This punishment has served to make them 
scarce in this immediate locality. 


Judge Yerkes is still out of town, but 


his friends here are, at this writing, con- 
fident that he will secure the nomination 
for Supreme Court. It is safe to say the 
people throughout the entire county are 
deeply interested in Judge Yerkes' candi- 
d icy. They are quite as interested as 
though tbe office were a local one. 
It has 


been a matter of dispute as to the vote 
Judge Yerkes will receive in his own coun- 
ty, and hence this curiosity of members of 
both parties to see what the election will 
bring forth if he becomes the Democratic 
candidate. 


Doylestown's crack fire company, in fact 


the only one of which the town can boast, 
is preparing for the annual picnic at 
Willow Grove. The company deserves a 
word of commendation for the 
efficient 


manner in which its affairs have been 
managed. 
It is the most successful fire 


company ever organized here. The mem- 
bers and citizens continue to take an in- 
terest in the organization and the meet- 
ings are always largely attended. 
Until 


this company was organized Doylestown's 
resources were exceedingly limited. 


The advantage of trolley roads has been 


illustrated here in the past few days. 
While there has been a large traffic all 
the season it was increased to a marked 
degree on Saturday, when the streets were 
thronged with strangers from both city 
and country. Farmers and their families 
numbering probably 200 people went to 
Willow Grove while town people came to 
Doylestown. The morning and evening 
cars were crowded. 


Miss Cartledge, a well-known Philadel- 


phia organist, played at the Presbyterian 
Church on Sunday, delighting the congre- 
gation with ner rendering of beautiful se- 
lections. There is a vacancy in the posi- 
tion of organist, which Miss Cartledge 
may be asked to fill. The congregation is 
large and the salary paid to the last organ- 
ist is said to have been $500 a year. 


The annual harvest home celebration 


took place at Salem Reformed Church on 
Sunday. 
The chief feature of the service 


was an excellent sermon on "The Law of 
the Harvest," by Rev. James Riley Ber- 
gey, pastor. The chancel was beautifully 
decorated with the fruits of the harvest. 


Doylestown's base ball club, which has 


been having an easy time this season 
against all comers, was defeated by the 
Jenkintown team on Saturday in a score 
of 15 to 9. 


The County Commissioners held n meet- 


ing on Monday at which several matters of 
importance were considered concerning 
bridges it is proposed to use for trolley 
purposes. 


It was decided to advertise for bids' for 


a new bridge at Kober's Ford, in New Brit- 
ain township, between Newville and Iron 
Hill, and the clerk was authorized to ad- 
vretise for bids to be received up to 12 
o'clock noon of Monday, September 16th, 
at the Commissioners' office. 
. In the matter of the application of the 
Quakertown Traction Company to cross 
the wooden truss bridge spanning the 
Branch creek on the road leading from 
Perkasie to South Perkaise, with their 
tracks in the extension of their line from 
Perkaise to Doylestown, the board decid- 
ed to allow the company to build a bridge 
on either side of the county bridge and al- 
lowing them to join the county bridge 
with their abutments, piers, etc., upon 
condition that they enter into a formal 
contract, with the county of Bucks, em- 
bodymg such features as shall be deemed 
necessary to protect the interests of the 
county. 
The company was granted the 


same privilege on the same conditions 
as to the stone arch bridge on the road 
from South Perkaise to Silverdale, with 
the additional condition that the Traction 
company keep thid bridge in repair at all 
times. 


A communication enclosing a petition 


signed by a number of citizens from JTleas- 
ant Valley and vicinity was received by the 
board, relative to widening the stone arcn 
bridge over Cook's creek, near Pleasant 
Valley. The board decided to meet at the 
bridge and examine into the matter. 


The Doylestown and Easton Street Rail- 


way Company held a consultation with the 
board in the matter of the application of 
the company to cross the Deep Run atone 
arch bridge on the west side of the Dur- 
ham road near Pipersville, with their 
tracks. The board finally decided to grant 
them the privilege provided the company 
enters Into a formal contract with Bucks ; 
county embodying 
certain 
conditions, 


among which are: 
That they must ma- 


cadamize the entire roadbed both inside 
and outside of tbe trolley tracks and across 
the entire roadway with crushed stone; 
place iron railings on both parapet walls; 
fasten the poles for the trolley wire to the 
outside of the walls with irons}- keep the 
bridge in repair forever, and such other 
features as shall be considered necessary 
to protect tbe interests of the county. 


The Eaeton company was also granted 


the privilege of crossing the Kilmer's 
bridge, on the Durham, road, where the 
Tohickon creek crosses the road, upon the 
same conditions as at the Deep Run bridge, 
the railway company, however, having the 
privilege of laying the track on either the 
left or tne right side "of the roadwayi'TTbtttr 
ever shall be found the most practicable 
for the company to use. 


The privileges both as to the Deep Run 


and the Kilmer's bridges were granted 
upon the additional condition that the rail- 
way company Keep in repair forever the 
Leatherman's saw mill bridge, on the road 
leading from Plumsteadville to Pipersville, 
the company having right to use the game 
for their tracks or to join to or attach to 
it any bridge that they may build along-

phrase to distinguish it from the hospital 
hore, denominated in its charter as "Char- 
ity Hospital," on Powell street, has be- 
come BO formidable and prominent in 
South Eastern Pennsylvania that the re- 
marks made very truthfully lately by Dr. 
Stiles were not understood. The profits of 
the industries of the institution go towards 
reducing the per capita cost of the in: 
mates to the State. These profits of the 
piggciy for tho years from 1893 to 1900, 
inclusive, were $24,029.18; for poultry, 
$9,205.44; for soap house, $9,705.13; total 
from these three departments alone, $42,- 
9ii9.76, 
Tho number of acres in the farm 


is 590; No. of male patients Aug. 1,1901, 
1022; female 1122; attendants, male, 118; 
female, 1.37; employees, 180; officers, 17; 
total population, 3186. The number sleep- 
ing in hulls, in excess of authoiized ca- 
pacity, 428. There are fourteen buildings. 
The indigent insane number 2106. Theie 
me 32 private insane. The members of 
the Board of Trustees from this county are 
Frank L. Smith and Samuel K. Anders 
from Nornstown, and Dr. O. M. Stiles, of 
OoiiBhohocken. The others are respective- 
ly from Philadelphia, Quakertown, E»s- 
ton, Tullytown, Upper Darby, West Ches- 
ter and Standard, Pa. 
John L. West is 


steward. From the beginning 5,028, down 
to the last report in 1890, were admitted;

Girl's Story

I am going to tell you something abou 


the uneducated Bioux women, their dress 
and their home life. The Sioux woman 
does more work than the man does. O: 
course, the women do not know ver; 
auch about housekeeping. In fnct, they 
lon't know anything about it. They lin 
in log cabins, with only the ground for 
the floor, and they have but one room. 
In that room they have their beds in one 
corner, their trunks around the sides, 
and they often have beautiful beadwork 
hanging on the walls. They have a large 
stove as near the center of the room as 
they can. On that stove you will always 
find n coffeepot nnd teakettle, and they 
are always kept full. If the women have 
coffee to drink, they are happy. 
They 


think it is n great medicine, they call it 
the black medicine. 


In the summer the Indian women oo 


most of their cooking out of doors. JThey 
put short poles on each side of their fire 
and a third stick across from one to the 
other, and on this they hang their kettle. 
The women when at home are almost al- 
ways sitting in their tepee doing some 
kind of beadwork. 
The women are always getting up 


some kind of a feast—that Is, they have 
them very often—and especially if one of 
their sons or daughters gets married they 
will spend their last cent to make a great 
feast. 
They have a certain man go 


around and tell every one to come to that 
feast whenever it mny be; then when he 
has come bock and told them that he has 
told every one the women give him a 
horse. 
When they have tbe feast, the 


women all dress up In their brightest 
colors, paint their faces and put all the 
beadwork they can on their little chil- 
dren. They have a great time talking, 
especially the old women and men. 


The women's dresses are made with 


only two seams, one on each side, so it 
makes a very loose dress. It is short In 
tbe back and front and long on the sides, 
and they almost always wear a long, 
beaded belt and a shawl. In fact, they 
wear a shawl all the time. When it is 
not around the head and shoulders, it is 
tied around the waist. They never wear 
a hat of any kind. Even on the hottest 
days they arc bareheaded.—Sioux Girl in 
Good Housekeeping.

SCENES FAMOUS IN HISTORY. 


Conrthonie Where Patrick Henry 


Made His Speech Still Standing;. 
The scene of Patrick Henry's great 


speech on the stamp act is one of the 
most charming little buildings in Ameri- 
ca, the old courthouse at WIHiamsburg, 
Va, which was designed by Sir Christo- 
jiher Wren, the architect of St. Paul's 
cathedral and other of the most famous 
public edifices of England, says a writer 
in the Chicago Herald. It stands today 
in an excellent state of preservation and 
looks very small compared with the ordi- 
nary county courthouse of modern^Aiper- 
ica; but, unlike many of them, it is a 
chaste and symmetrical example of ar- 
chitecture, beautiful in Its simplicity. 


Tne 'room in which the house of bur- 


gesses met on that memorable occasion 
is unchanged and is still used for judi- 
cial purposes. Every Saturday morning 
a justice of the peace occupies the bench 
and Imposes fines upon the petty offend- 
ers, mostly negroes, who are brought be- 
fore him. The remaiudpr of the build- 
ing, which is of a single story, furnishes 
quarters for the county clerk, county 
treasurer ana* other local officials. 


It U an Interesting historical fact that 


Patrick Henry wrote bis famous resolu- 
tions upon the fly leaf of Thomas Jeffer- 
son's volume of "Coke's Commentary 
Upon Littleton," and it was from Jef- 
ferson's modest chamber that this brief- 
less barrister went to the little court- 
house in May, 17G5, to deliver the speech 
against taxation without representation 
which mode him the most famous man of 
the hour and as notorious in England 
as he was popular in the American colo- 
nies. 
Jefferson and Henry met a few years 


before at the house of Mr. Dandridge, the
